Friends 
in Stevens Point had been acquainted 
with her condition almost daily, and 
notwithstanding the result here an- 
nounced was not unexpected, it never- 
theless comes with crushing effect and 
brings sadness to tbe hearts of hun- 
dreds in this city and elsewhere who BO 
greatly admired that most lovable 
lady. 


Helen Moffatt was born at Belviderc, 


111., and was 63 years of age. Afttr 
her marriage to Theron B. Pray in 
1871, they came to Wisconsin. Mr. Pray 
being engaged in teaching for several 
years thereafter at Toroab, Beavr 
Dam and Whitewater. In 1881 he be- 
came connected with tbe State Normal 
at Whitewater, resigning in 1894 to ac- 
cept tbe presidency of the Stevens 
Point Normal, which opened that fall, 
and which position he held for 12 suc- 
cessive years.

or her possession will prosper and be 
followed by good fortune. 


The Gazette has received some hun- 


dreds of requests to print this letter, 
so if it will relieve the supeistitious 
fear of any one, here it is: 


According to the history of the letter 


it was written by Christ just after his 
crucifixion, signed by the Angel Gabriel 
ninety-nine years alter the Savior's 
birth and presumably deposited by him 
under a stone at the foot of the cross. 


On this stone appeared the legend, 


"Blessed is he who shall turn me over." 


No one knew what the inscription 


meant, or seemed to have sufficient 
curiosity to investigate, until the stone 
was turned over by a little child and 
the letter which follows was discovered: 


"Whosoever works on the Sabbath 


day shall be cursed. 
I command you 


to go to church and keep hcly the 
Lord's day, without any manner of 
work. You shall not idle or misspend 
your time in bedecking yourself 
in 


superfluities of costly apparel and vain 
dressing for I have ordered it a day of 
rest. I will have that day kept holy 
that your sins may be forgiven you. 


"You 
will not break my command- 


ments, but observe and keep them, 
they being written by my hand and 
spoken from my mouth. You shall not 
only go to church yourselves, but also 
your man servant and maid servant. 
Observe my words and learn my com- 
mandments. 


"You 
shall finish your work every 


Saturday at 6 o'clock in the afternoon, 
at which hour the preparation for the 
Sabbath begins. I advise you to fast 
five days in the year, beginning on 
Good Friday and continiung the five 
days following in remembrance of the 
five bloody wounds I received for you 
and mankind. 


"You shall love one another 
and 


cause them that are not baptised to 
come to church and receive the Holy 
Sacrament, that is to say baptism, and 
then the supper of the Lord, and be 
made a member thereof and in so doing 
I will give you long life and many 
blessings. Your land shall be replen- 
ished and bring forth abundance and I 
will comfort you in the greatest tempta- 
tion and surely he that doeth to the 
contrary shall be cursed. 


"I will also send hardness of the 


heart on them and especially on hard- 
ened and unpenitent unbelievers. 
He 


that hath given to the poor shall find it 
profitable. 
Remember to keep tbe 


Sabbath day, for the seventh day I 
have taken as a resting day to myself. 


"And 
he that hath a copy of this 


letter written by my own hand and 
spoken by my own mouth and keepeth 
it without publishing it to others, shall 


not prosper, but he that publishetti it 
to others shall be blessed by me and if 
their sine be as many as stars by night, 
and if they truly believe not this writ- 
ing and my commandments will 
> ave 


my plagues upon you and you will be 
consumed with your children, Roods 
and cattle and all other worldly enjoy- 
men's that I have given you. Do but 
once think of what I have suffered for 
you. if you do. it will be well for you 
in this world and in the world which is 
to come. 


"Whosoever shall have a copy of this 


letter and keep it in their house, noth- 
ing shall hurt them, neither pestilence, 
thunder nor lightening, and if 
any 


woman be in birth and put her trust in 
me she shall be delivered of her child. 
You shall hear no more news of me ex- 
cept through the Holy Scriptures, until 
the day of judgment. 
All goodness 


and prosperity shall be in the house 
where a copy of this letter shall be 
found. Finished." 


The story goes that the little child 


who found it passed it to one who be- 
came a convert to the Christian faith. 
He failed to have the letter published. 
He kept it, however, as a sacred 
memento of Christ and it passed down 
•o different generations of his family 
for more than one thousand years. 


During this period tbe family suffered 


repeated 
misfortunes, 
migrated 
to 


different countries until finally one of 
them came to America, bringing the 
letter with them. They settled in Vir- 
ginia, then moved further south, still 
followed by misfortune when finally 
the last member, a daughter, ap- 
proached her death bed and called a 
neighbor, Mrs. Thompson, giving her 
the letter and related its history for 
more than one thousand years. 
The 


Thompson woman began the attempt 
to have it published and it first ap- 
peared in the Rome, Ga., Tribune on 
Oct. 31, 1891. It then appeared in the 
Dalton, Ga., Citizen and Mrs. Wort- 
man, 
now living in 
Marion, 
Ind., 


clipped it and kept it in her possession 
for many years without an effort to 
have it published. 
She was followed 


by misfortune which she attributed to 
her neglect in trying to have tbe letter 
published. 


Mrs. 
Ruby Crutchfield of Trzavant, 


Tenn., is also said to have had a copy 
and failed to make an effort to have it 
published for three years, and was fol- 
lowed by a varied lot of misfortunes 
which she attributed to the fact of her 
neglect in this respect.

In the May issue of "The Crusader," 


the monthly publication of the Wiscon- 
sin Anti-Tuberculosis association, a 
campaign is started to abolish this 
filthy type of wiping cloth in public 
places. The association succeeded in 
putting the public drinking cup out of 
business, the ruling of the state board 
of health effective Sept. 1 being the 
outgrowth of the society's agitation. 
The public roller towel is "another 
grave menace to health and a constant 
affront to our sensibilities," the pub- 
lication declares. 
"The roller towel 


flourishes in the places where it should 
not be allowed at all—in public lava- 
tories, hotels, restaurants and similar 
places frequented by a large number. 


"One of the maxims of tbe anti- 


tuberculosis crusader is: 
'Wash your 


hands before eating.' If a towel looks 
as if it bad been used by a multitude, 
don't use it. 
It is more than likely 


that one consumptive at least has 
wLiped his hands and perhaps his mouth 
on that towel. You can better afford 
to take a chance that your band* are 
cleaner, so far as infection is concern- 
ed, before than after using a dirty 
public towel." 


Trie Crusader says that reform laws 


are of little use and are seldom en- 
forced until their reasonableness is 
thoroughly understood, or before they 
receive tbe endorsement of the people 
in whose behalf they have been enacted. 
As in tbe case of tbe common or public 
drinking cup, tbe aim of the association 
now is to show the public tbe dangers 
of the public roller towel and create a 
popular demand for its abolition. This 
campaign has already received much 
encouragement and it is expected that 
the roller towel will soon be forced to 
follow the drinking cup.

population than Germany. 
At that 


time both nations occupied approxim- 
ately the same amount of territory, 
about 200,000 square miles each. 
The 


density of population in Franca was 
184 to the square mile; In Germany it 
was 113. 


In the laat hundred years the fertil- 


ity of the German nation has been so 
great that, in spite of ihe fact that it 
has aent more than 6,000.000 emigrants 
to the United States ard millions more 
to other foreign countries, it has in* 
created its home population to 64,000,- 
000, nearly triple the number in 1800. 
During tbe same period the population 
of France, which has sent practically 
no immigrants abroad, has increased by 
lees than fifty per cent. And, it should 
be remembered, in spite of Alsace and 
Lorraine, the territory .of the two 
nations has remained practically the 
same—approximately 200,000 square 
miles each. 


At present tbe density of population 


in the German empire is 803 to the 
square mile. What that means may 
be grasped by considering that If the 
United States was as thickly populated 
as Germany is at tbe present time we 
should have 900,000,000 people — ten 
times our present population. In other 
words, the present density of popula- 
tion in the United States is only thirty 
to the square mile. 


Where and how shall the immensely 


virile and fertile Germanic race find a 
new home and a new empire over seas? 
Or will it, with the greatest army in 
the world at its command and a tre- 
mendous war fleet in the making, sit 
tight within its narrow boundaries 
at home until famine 
and pestil- 


ence sap its vitality and reduce its 
numbers? 
It may do that; it may 


allow millions of its sons to renounce 
their allegiance to the fatherland, or it 
may—the last terrible alternative is 
the one of which the world stands in 
dread. 


In the Far East tbe case is exactly 


the same. Japan, penned in its narrow 
islands, with nearly fifty millions of 
warlike people crowded into 160.000 
square miles of land, is already over- 
flowing into Cprea. 


If it is possible to understand the al- 


most irrestible impulse which drives 
the Japanese to seek outside their 
present boundaries a less crowded borne, 
let it be remembered that, if Formosa 
be counted with the other Japanese is- 
lands, the density of population in tbe 
Island Empire is almost tbe same, as 
in Germany. 


It is true then that after all the talk 


of commercial supremacy, nation honor 
and high ideals, the real cause of the 
waiting war may be found in the 
primal instinct of swarming from the 
overcrowded hive? Is racial fertility 
at the bottom of tbe coming struggle? 
—From "Racial Fertility and War," in 
June Technical World Magazine.

make a dense shade. In hot, dry ell* 
mates particularly and Indeed In most 
places trees are a considerable factor 
In reducing the cost of maintenance 
since they lessen the evaporation of 
the moisture from the macadam. In 
exposed places, where the sweep of 
the wind would be otherwise unbro- 
ken, they serve to prevent In a meas- 
ure the blowing away of the binder 
from the road surface.

In such places It Is often difficult to 
make trees grow. Care in the selection 
of the kinds of trees best suited to the 
locality Ls important 


A good arrangement along roadsides 


for trees with large tops is to set them 
about fifty feet apart on each side, but 
alternating, so that there will be a tree 
every twenty-live feet along the road.

Escape at Verhoyanek—When the 
Wind Blow*, Half an Hour In th« 


| 
Fierce, Biting Cold Mean* Death. 


i 


The coldest place In the world one 


would naturally expect to be either 
the north or the south pole, but It is 
not. It Is a village Iu the northeast of 
Siberia uunied Verhoyansk. 


There the average temperature of 


the three worst winter months is C>:; 
degrees F. below zero, which means 
85 degrees of frost. During January 
the average temperature is 5G degrees 
below jero. or 88 degrees of frost. On 
one occasion the thermometer regis- 
tered the remarkable figure of 120 de- 
grees of frost! 
The average January 


figure for London, on the other hand, 
is 7 degrees above freezing point 


But in Verhoyansk most mouths are 


winter months. July, curiously enough, 
is as hot there as iu London, but the 
shadow of the terrible winter bangs 
over even the warmest months. 


Even in midsummer 
the 
forests 


which surround the desolate plain in 
the 
center of 
which 
Verhoyansk 


stands are withered and gray. The 
grass is colorless. The few flowers 
are odorless 
The bare soil of the ' 


plain itself refuses, to produce vege- 
tables of any kind. The ground is 
frozen hard to an incredible depth. 


No farming, of course, is possible 


There are no cattle or poultry. All 
food is imported. Why, then, does this 
little village exist? It is a convict sta- 
tion, and its population of 400 is made 
up of officials and exiles. 


No precautions against escapes are 


needed. Prisoners are known to have 
gone mad -with the loneliness of the 
place. But no one has ever been mad 
enough to try to escape 
Verhoyansk, 


strange though it sounds, is guarded 
by the wind A gale when the ther- 
mometer stands at 30 or more below 
zero will destroy every living thing 
that is not under shelter. 


One of the many curious facts about , 


cold is that intense cold is in itself 
easy to bear provided the air is still 
One traveler baa declared that he has 
often felt colder in Piccadilly on a ' 
damp day in November than during 
his entire stay in Verhoyansk, where J 
the thermometer sometimes showed 90 
degrees of frost. 
' 


The reason is that at Verhoyansk 


the air is intensely dry. and dry cold 
does not penetrate far 
With a tent 


at night and warm furs in the day- 
time one can be quite comfortable, 
however low the temperature 


But let a wind once rise and things 


are different. 
As Verhoyansk is tbe 


coldest place in the world, the few 
winds that rome must bring winntb I 
But then all w mds earn 
UK -.ture 


And so we have the curious fart that 
though one may be quite < 'jmfortablc 
with the thermometer showing GO de- 
grees of frost, if a wind springs up 
and adds 20 or 30 degree-, of warmth 
to the air one ha» to fi*- for dear 
life to shelter.

A team of horses struggling along 


a mud road in the endeavor to draw 
half a load affords a striking object 
lesson of road improvement when com- 
pared to a team drawing a heavily 
loaded wagon' at a comfortable troi 
along a atone surfaced road. This iso- 
lated example must be multiplied by 
3.000,000 in order to obtain the cumu- 
lative effect of bad roads upon traffic 
in the United States. Not less than 
$250,000,000 Is the useless tribute an- 
nually levied upon the people of the 
United States by Us bud roads. 


In 1890 a widespread Inquiry made 


fiy the office of public roads indicated 
ihat the average cost of hauling on 


i loads In the United States was 25 
cents per ton per mile. In 1906 the 
bureau of statistics ascertained from 
its 2,800 county correspondents that 
the average cost per ton per mile was 
about 23 cents and the average length 
of haul 9.4 miles. 


The high cost of hauling is not the 


only burden 
which the American 


people are carrying by reason of their 
bad roads. In traversing a region of 
country isolated from markets by rea- 
son of bad roads one is struck by the 
wastes of unfilled land and by the 
lack of variety in the products. This 
Is a condition more frequently due to 
lack of adequate transportation facili- 
ties than to lack of industry and intel- 
ligence of the Inhabitants.

Sabina Riley was born at Doublough, 


County Mayo, Ireland, Mar. 16. 1824, 
and was therefore a little over 86 yeans 
of age. She was married to Michael 
Lally at Doughoma, 
in 
the 
same 


county, in 1840, when 16 years of age. 
In 1842 they came to this country, land- 
ing at Quebec, Ont., 
sided for about three 
moved to the United States, where the 
husband followed railroad construction, 
and for a number of years they lived 
at various points in Michigan, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. Mr. Lally passing 
away at Fulton, in the latter state, 
Dec. 12. 1855. In 1856 tbe widow and 
children came to Stevens Point and this 
county had been their home ever since, 
Mrs. Lally residing with her son An- 
thony in, the town of Stockton since 
1875. She was the mother of five chil- 
dren, Anthony, Patrick, Catherine, 
Martin and Dennis.

cation in her native land, and delighted 
n reading good books and keeping 
x>sted on current events. 
She was

doing good, and was a sincere Chris- 
tian, a faithful member of tbe Catholic 
church, being a charter member of the 
Altar Society of St. Stephen's church 
in this city, and since removing to Cus- 
ter had been a member of St. Mary's 
Altar Society. Her eldest child, An- 
thony, was born wben she was about 18 
years of age, they had always lived 
together, and to him she was ever his 
"Irish girl." 


Funeral services were held at St. 


Mary's church, Custer, at 10 o'clock 
Monday morning, Rev. G. A. Schem- 
mer officiating, and were very largely 
attended by old friends and neighbors, 
a number being present from this city 
and other parts of tbe county. Rela- 
tives in attendance from a distance 
were the son.

statuary absolutely 
unique in history, 
"The Christ of the 
Andes." Cast in the 
bronze from 
the 


cannon of opposing 
Chileans and Argen- 
tines, It was placed 


on the boundary line of the two na- 
tions in March, 1904, as a symbol of 
the perpetual peace which should 
thenceforth obtain between them. It 
stands a colossal figure 26 
feet in 


height, placed on a gigantic column 
surmounted by a globe on which the 
configuration of the earth is outlined. 
One hand holds a cross and the other 
Is extended in blessing. At the base 
are two tablets, one inscribed with the 
history of the monument and the oth- 
er bearing in Spanish the following 
legend: 


"Sooner shall these mountains crum- 


ble into dust than the people of Argen- 
tina and Chile break the peace to 
which they have pledged themselves 
at the feet of Christ the Redeemer."

British engineer in the employ of an Anglo-Amer- 
ican firm, and carrying to fruition the project of 
two Chilean brothers, who placed the fuse for 
the demolition of the rocky barrier and opened 
up a line of communication which, in the opinion 
of a leading journal of the United States, "is like- 
ly to change political relations in South America 
and commercial conditions throughout the world."

Thir- 
teen years later the Chilean brothers. Juan and 
Mat^o dark, to whom the credit for the project 
of tb» line as comple^d must be awarded, took 
tbe f rM practical steps in the matter through a 
concession obtained from the Argentine govera- 
mr-nt for a railroad from riuenos Aires to the 
Chiksn frontier. 


In 1J^O the first section from Villa Mercedes to 


Mrmloza was built by the Argentine government, 
conmning wJth the Clark line from Buenos Aires 
tc Villa Mercedes, In all 6."0 miles. A subsequent 
concision to a British company secured the con- 
stniclion of the road from Mendoza to the Chilean 
frontier and thence to the Chilean town of Los 
Andes (160 miles), where connection would be 
made -with the existing line to 
Valparaiso, 78 


miles in extent, making a transcontinental line 
£88 71-iilc'S in length. 


H wa« the trans-Andean section between Men- 


doza and Los Andes which presented the great- 
est difficulties, for here lay tbe old pack route 
over Cumbre Pass, 12,065 feet above sea level, 
which modern engineering had decided to elim- 
inate by U;nneli&g the mountain 2,500 feet lower 
down. 


At Caracoles, on the Chilean slope, and at Las 


Cuevas. on the Argentine side, men and machin- 
ery entered the mountain for a final conquest of 
ratwre. Hollowed out of solid rock, the gallery aa 
opened is 10,460 feet above sen-level, 3,1*5 meters 
In length, 6* meters in height, and $ meters wide, 


being located about 1,000 meters below the 
crest of tbe Andes. The Chilean section 
covers 1,385 meters and the Argentine 1,782, 
the completed work being estimated at a 
cost of £500,000. 


The tunnel is made to the same dimen- 


sions as the Simplon and is therefore large 
enough to allow locomotives, carriages, or 
trucks that are run on a 5 foot 6 inch gauge 
to pass through it. It is straight through- 
out, except for 120 yards at the eastern en- 
trance where there is a curve of 219 yards 
radius. 


Much work still remains to be done be- 


fore trains will be running over the route, 
but it is proposed that communication shall 
be established by May 29, 1910, thus afford- 
ing a most appropriate and adequate cele- 
bration of the centenary of the revolution 
which gave to both nations their indepen- 
dent life. It will undoubtedly be utilized in 
Ij 
the official exchange of visits between the 
executives of Chile and the Argentine Re- 
public, which have been arranged as a fea- 
ture of the centennial year. 


The Immense practical value of the new route 


is shown by the statement that the time for the 
trip from Valparaiso to Buenos Aires will be re- 
duced to 34 or 35 hours, thus facilitating the trans-- 
port of passengers and of perishable merchandise. 
While the romantic aspects of the journey will be 
greatly reduced, the saving of time and the great- 
er ease of travel will more than atone for the 
loss. 
The picturesque mountain pass and the 


stage trip between railway terminals will be su- 
perseded by a continuous all-rail journey 
from 


ocean to ocean in a day and a half. 


So long as the chief exports of the countries In- 


terested continue to be raw materials no great 
changes may be expected in the character of prod- 
ucts transported to the seaboard, though the vol- 
ume will inevitably be greatly augmented. Argen- 
tine grains, hides and beef, and Chilean copper 
and nitrates, will continue to be sent abroad by 
the sea, but in the development of a greater com-

South America is to a great extent a commercial 
appanage of Europe. On the east coast the trade 
of the United States with the countries of the At- 
lantic has been handicapped by inadequate ship- 
ping, and also by the fact that the east coast 
to the south of the turn of the continent is really 
much nearer to Europe than to the United States 
with the added advantage of more favorable sail- 
ing conditions, and the west coast is as remote 
by sea from New York as it is from Liverpool or 
Hamburg 
When the Panama canal is completed 


a different condition will prevail. Then the United 
States, especially In its manufacturing sections, 
will f-njoy a tremendous advantage in respect to 
all that portion of South America situated on or 
commercially tributary to the Pacific. Already the 
opening of the Tehuantepec line across Mexico and 
of the interoceanlc route in Guatemala has aug- 
mented the volume of trade between the Atlantic 
and Pacific.

Mexico, with all her romance, has never given 


abroad any description of her crater lakes. Valle 
de Santiago, a little town of the state of Guana- 
juato, boasts four of the most perfect and beauti- 
ful of such lakes. 


The village nestles among 11 craters. In the 


old days the town, which is an ancient one. was 
called the Town of the Seven Candles, for the 
seven craters which surround it The 11 craters 
mentioned by scientists are not well defined, 
some having come up within the others at later 
periods, resulting in but seven well-defined hills. 


The four craters which contain the lakes are 


all within a few miles of the city, but two. La 
Alberca and Zintora. are within easy walking dis- 
tance, says the Mexican Herald. La Alberca is 
one of the lowest of the craters and on one side 
a portion of ihp crater wall has fallen away so 
that the approach is very easy. 


Half a mile across is the low line of the crater 


wall and down below it is the greenest of lakes, 
calm as a plate of glass. The tiny boat which 
plies the lake is on the opposite side, close below 
the walls of basalt which rim it. These walls, 
which rise nearly a hundred feet above the sur- 
face of the lake, are part of the native rock, which 
was blown off like the cork of a bottle when the 
crater was formed. It rises sheer and erect above 
the Jake on every side. 


The other crater lake which one can visit con- 


veniently is the Zintora, which is approached 
after a long climb up It* high sides; the lake 
glistens deep at the bottom with sloping sides 
covered with green leading down to It. A tiny 
beach of eand Is seen on one side and on this a 
mined mountain hut bring* another Swiss touch 
to the scene. A background of a towetlng peak, 
one of tbe Seven Candles, rlee* a short distance 


away, and in the great hollow of the crater 
crowrjb of hundreds can be lost and not a murmur 
but the echo of one's voice from across the cra- 
ter, nearly a mile away. Is heard. 


Th« calm restfulness of a crater lake is unlike 


anything else in the world. One finds lakes and 
solitary pnO]s jn forests or mountain fastnesses 
and thr calm there Is akin to witchery, but they 
are .ctj-^d sometimes by passing breezes and 
th^ iTr<? will wave above in the wind. But in a 
cra'T v^o there Is not a breath that will stir It 
and ?•> on a stone cast into its bosom creates rip- 
ple that seem as though they would be swal- 
lowed < re they are born. Peace is a word without 
a moan in* until one lies silent on the slope of 
such a crat'-r with such a lake at his feet.

KING GEORGE V. ON 


THRONE OF BRITAIN 


London.—King 
Edward VII. died 


early on the morning of May 7, after 
an illness of but a few days' duration. 


On May 9, with all the time-honored 


ceremonies 
dear 
to 
the 
heart of 


Britons, George V., oldest living son of 
the dead king, was proclaimed ruler of 
the empire. 


George V. brings to the throne a con- 


siderable experience of his own in the 
routine demands of public service made 
upon him as Prince of Wales, and he 
comes to the task of governing with 
ability, good personal character and a 
serious sense of his own responsibili- 
ties. 


In 1908 he visited Canada to attend 


the celebration at Quebec and on that 
occasion met Vice-president Fairbanks. 


The new king is less democratic 


than was his father and does not have 
euch an ardent love for sports. It has 
been predicted, therefore, that after 
his accession to the throne the court 
gayety, which was always a feature 
during Edward's reign, will be less 
marked. 


It should not be forgotten, In consid- 


ering the attributes of the new king, 
that he was not brought up as the 
heir to the crown. Chroniclers who 
•were In a position to know state that 
he came to the honors and duties of 
heirship with no deeire and with real 
regret. He was twenty-seven years 
old before he became heir to the crown 
through the death of his elder brother, 
Prince Albert Victor, Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale. 


Prior to that time he had been at 


liberty, as a mere second son of the 
then Prince of Wales, the late king, to 
follow in large degree his own inclina- 
tions. Those inclinations were for a 
quiet life, with little of pomp and pub- 
lic appearance. He loved the sea, which 
he had actively followed since he was 
twelve years old, when he entered the 
navy. As the "sailor prince" he was 
popular with Englishmen. 


He wanted to live unostentatiously 


and to pursue his career in his own 
"Way. He had married, morganatically, 
a woman whom he loved and who 
loved him—a niece of Vice-Admiral 
Tryon of the British navy, who lost 
his life In 
the Victorla-Camperdown 


collision in the Mediterranean in 1893. 
The wedding took place in the English 
church at Malta, and two children were 
born to the couple. 


Such was the situation of George's 


life In January. 1892, when the Duke 
of Clarence died. George found hlm- 
•elf heir to the throne, with vast duties 
Awaiting him. Immediately his entire 
life waa changed. He had to give up 
the eea, he had to abandon his retired 
life, he had to part from hia morgan- 
atic wife. The heir to the throne of 
the British empire faced duties incon 
sistent with the life possible to a 
prince not in the direct fllte of succes- 
sion. 


Men who were In a position to know 


declare that George renounced his 
quiet life as the "sailor prince" with 
a regret so deep that It changed his 
whole outlook on the world. It |8 cer- 
tain that after he became heir to the 
throne he exhibited a coldness, a lack 
of whole-hearted interest, a species of 
bored tolerance of life which had not 
marked before. 


Not only was George, when he be- 


came heir, forced to take up the public 
duties of the Duke of Clarence, but be 
•was also obliged ta marry his brother's 
fiancee, Princess Victoria .Mary of 
Teck, or "Princess May," as she was 
popularly known, who had been chosen 
M the future queen of England, and 
ber marriage to tbe Duke of Clarence 
•WM to have occurred In 1892. After 
<tbe duke's death Queen Victoria or- i 


dered George to marry the present 
queen. L; 1893 George did BO. when 
the period of mourning for the Duke 
of Clarence was ended. 


It was on June 3, 1865, at Marlbor- 


cugh house, London, that George V. 
was born. He was the second child 
as well as the second eon of the late 
King Edward and Dowager Queen Al- 
exandra, then Prince and Princess of 
Wales. The Duke of Clarence was his 
elder by seventeen months, and the 
two boys grew up close companions. 


The father, with an eye to fitting 


them for responsibilities at the head of 
a seafaring nation, 
dedicated them 


both to the navy. They were both en- 
tered to the service as cadets in 1877, 
when 
the present king was only 


twelve years old. 


He was born with a love for the sea. 


and throughout his period in 
the 


nursery and in the private schoolroom 
he was never so happy as when listen- 
ing to tales of tbe sea as told by Rev. 
Lake Onslow, then rector of Sandring- 
ham, but formerly a sailor and naval 
instructor of the Duke of Edinburgh, 
the Prince of Wales' brother. 


George and his brother entered the 


naval service together and served as 
cadets, being treated much the same 
as are other embryo officers. George, 
however, made a regular profession of 
the navy, and was gradually promoted 
until, within a few weeks of his mar- 
riage, he had reached 
the rank of 


captain. In this service he took all the 
hard knocks to which the sailor must 


I use himself, and his readiness to do 
[ his share of the rough work won him 


j the intense admiration of officers and 
men alike. 


It was on January n, 1892. that 


George came into the direct line of 
succession to the throne, for on that 
day his brother, the Duke of Clarence, 
died of influenza. Up to this time he 
had been merely Prince George and, 
constitutionally speaking, a commoner, 
as are all members of the royal family 
until admitted to the house of lords. 


The question then arose as to what 


title he should be given. It was de- 
cided that of all royal dukedoms that 
of Duke of York was most fitting for 
an heir apparent, since it dated from 
the time of Edward III., and had al- 
ways been allotted to the second son 
of the sovereign until Queen Victoria 
broke the custom by creating her sec- 
ond son Duke of Edinburgh. So Prince 
George, as heir apparent, became Duke 
of York, Earl of Inverness and Baron 
Killarney. On the accession of his 
father to the throne in 1901 he became 
Prince of Wales. Duke of Cornwall and 
York and Duke of Rothesay in Scot- 
land. 


Although the propript- of a wedding 


between George and ri.ncess Mar was 
questioned in some quarters, the voice 
of the critics was lost in the general 
burst of approval from the people. 
Princess May at that time was ex- 
tremely popular, while George himself 
was much more popular than he has 
been since. The English people wel- 
con.ed the Idea of a union between 
those two, and the marriage took place 
in the royal chapel of St James on 
July 6. 1893, amid general rejoicing la 
England and the colonies. 


Six children have sprung from this 


union. Prince Edward Albert, the eld- 
est of the family, was born In 18»4. He 
Is now next In succession to the throne

reau of statistics under its general 
head of animals imported, tbe total 
value of the Imports of this species 
In 1908 having been $5,341; in 1907. 
$6.922; in 1906. $4,494; in 1905. $3,862; 
in 1904. $3.589; in 1903. $3.240. and in 
1902. $2.412—the commerce In leeches 
being thus of a growing character. 
The total number 'of 
leeches im- 


ported In the United States in the 
decade ending with 1908. is about $40.- 
000. Leeches are imported free of 
duty. Snails were at one time enu- 
merated as an article of importation, 
the records from 1894 to 189S showing 
snails Imported to the extent of about 
$5.000, but the snail trade so dwin- 
dled, showing only $24 of imports in 
1SOS. that the bureau discontinued its 
statements of this article.

IS ROOSEVELT'S TOPIC 


Interesting Lecture on "The World 


Movement" Delivered at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin by the Ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States 


Berlin. — Ex-President 
Theodore 


Roosevelt appeared Thursday before 
an audience that tested the capacity 
of the aula at the University of Berlin, 
and delivered a lecture on "The World 
Movement." He spoke in English and 
was listened to with the deepest In- 
terest. 


Beginning with an eloquent eulogy 


ef the German race and its achieve- 
ments, the lecturer soon reached the 
main theme of his discourse, and re- 
viewed the civilization and culture, so 
far as we know them, of the earliest 
peoples and their contributions to the 
modern world. He then continued: 


At 
laiit. 
a 
little 
over 
400 years 


ago, the movement towards a world civili- 
sation took up Its Interrupted march. The 
beginning of the modern movement may 
roughly be taken as synchronizing \vith 
the discovery of printing, and with that 
series of bold sea ventures which culmi- 
nated In the discovery of America; and 
after these two epochal feats had begun 
to produce their full effects In material 
and intellectual life, It became inevitable 
that i-'ivilization should thereafter 
differ 


not only in degree but even in kind from 
all that had gone before. 
Immediately 


after the voyage of Columbus and Vasco 
da Gama there began a. tremendous re- 
ligious ferment; the awakening of intel- 
lect went hand in hand with the moral 
uprising: the great names of Copernicus. 
Bruno. Kepler, and Galileo show that the 
mind of man was breaking the fetters 
that had cramped It: and for the first 
time experimentation was used as a checl 
upon observation and theorization. Since 
then, century by century, the changes 
have Increased In rapidity and complex- 
ity, and have attained their maximum In 
both respects 
during the century Just 


past. 


Instead of being directed by one or two 


dominant peoples, as was the case with 
all similar movements of the past, the 
new movement was shared by many dif- 
ferent nations. From every standpoint it 
has been of infinitely greater moment 
than anything hitherto seen. Not In one 
but in many different peoples there has 
been extraordinary growth In wealth. In 
population. In power of organization, and 
In mastery over mechanical activity and 
natural resources. All of this has been 
accompanied and signalized by an Im- 
mense outburst of energy 
and restless 


Initiative. The result is varied as it Is 
•striking. 


Conquest of the World. 


In the first place, representatives of th!s 


civilization, by their conquest of space. 
•were enabled to spread Into all the prac- 
tically vacant continents, while at the 
same time, by their triumphs In org-aniza- 
ti<->n and mechanical invention, they ac- 
quired an unheard-of military superiority 
as compared with their former rivals. To 
the"3 two facts is primarily due the 
further fact that for the first time there 
Is really something that approaches A 
•world civilization, a world movement. The 
Fpr"''-'' of the European peoples since the 
days nf Ferdinand the Catholic and Ivan 
the. Terrible has been across every sea 
nnd over every continent. In places the 
conquests have been ethnic; that Is, there 
has b?en a new wandering of the peoples, 
and new commont%*alths have sprung up 
1n whirh the people are entirely or main- 
fe' of European blood. This is what hap- 
p»r>"d In the temperate and sub-tropical 
regions of the Western Hemisphere. In 
Australia, in portions of northern Asia 
and southern Africa. In other places the 
conquest has been purely 
political, the 


I^uropeans representing for the most part 
merely a small caste of soldiers and ad- 
ministrators, as in most of tropical Asia 
and Africa and in much of tropical Amer- 
ica. Finally, here and there Instances oc- 
cur where there has been no conquest at 
all, but where an alien people Is profound- 
ly and radically changed by the mere im- 
pact of western civilization. 


There are of course many grades be- 


tween these different types of Influence, 
but the net outcome of what has occurred 
during the last four centuries is that civi- 
lization of the Kuropean type now exer- 
rises a more or less profound effect over 
practically the entire world. 
There are 


nooks and corners to which It has not yet 
penetrated; but there is at present no 
large space of territory In which the gen- 
eral movement of civilized activity does 
not make Itself more or l«ss felt. This 
represents 
something 
wholly 
different 


from what has ever hitherto been seen. 
In the greatest «1ays> of Roman dominion 
the Influence of Rome WPS Mi over only 
p. relatively small portion of th* world'* 
F'irfar-e.. Over much the larger part of the 
••vor!c! th* process of change and develop- 
ment was absolutely unaffected by any- 
thing that occurred In the Roman empire: 
nr.-l 'hose communities th" play of whose

ly to what It is in England or the United 
States. 


So much for the geographical side of 


the expansion of modern civilization. But 
only a few of the many and intense ac- 
tivities of modern civilization have found 
their expression on this side. The move- 
ment has been just as striking In Its con- 
quest over natural forces. In Its searching 
Inquiry Into and about the soul of things. 


Conquest Over Nature. 


The conquest over nature has Included 


an extraordinary Increase In every form 
of knowledge of the world we live In, and 
also an extraordinary Increase In the pow- 
er of utilizing forces of nature. In both 
directions the advance has 
been 
very 


great during the past four or five- cen- 
turies, and In both directions It has gone 
on with ever Increasing rapidity during 
the last century. After the great ags of 
Rome had passed, the 
boundaries of 


knowledge shranlt. and In many cases It 
was not until well-nigh our own times 
that her domain was once again pushed 
beyond the ancient landmarks. About the 
year 150 A. D. Ptolemy, the geographer, 
published his map of central Africa and 
the sources of the Nile, and this map was 
more accurate than any which we had as 
late us 1850 A. D. More wag known of 
physical science, and more of the truth 
about the physical world was guessed at, 
In the days of Pliny, than was known or 
guessed until the modern movement be- 
gan. 
The case was the same as regards 


military science. At the close of the Mid- 
dle Ages the weapons were what they 
had always 
been—sword, shield, bow, 


spear; and any Improvement In them was 
more than offset by the loss In knowledge 
of military organization. In the science of 
war, and in military leadership since the 
days of Hannibal and Caesar. 


A hundred years ago, when this unl- 


verslty was founded, the 
methods 
of 


transportation did not differ In the es- 
sentials from what they had been among 
the highly civilized nations of antiquity. 
Travelers and merchandise went by land 
in wheeled vehicles or on beasts of bur- 
den, 
and by sea In boats propelled by 


sails or by oars: and news was conveyed 
as It always had been conveyed- A grad- 
uate of your university today can go to 
mid-Asia or mid-Africa with far less con- 
sciousness of performing a feat of note 
than would have been the case a hundred 
years ago with a student who visited 
Sicily and Andalusia. 


Moreover, the Invention and use of ma- 


chinery run by steam or electricity have 
worked a revolution in Industry as great 
as the revolution In transportation; so 
that here again the difference between 
ancient and modern civilization Is one not 
merely of degree but of kind. In many 
vital respects the huge modern city differs 
more from al! preceding cities than any 
of these differed one from the other: and 
the giant factory town is of and by itself 
one of the most formidable problems of 
modern life. 


Steam and electricity have, jsrlx-en the 


race dominion over land and water such 
as It never had before; and now the con- 
quest of the air is directly Impending. As 
books preserve thought through time, so 
the telegraph and the telephone transmit 
It through the space they annihilate, and 
therefore minds are swayed one by an- 
other without regard to the limitations of 
space and time which formerly forced 
each enrnnrunlty to work in comparative 
Isolation. It Is the same with the body as 
with the brain. The machinery of the fac- 
torv and the farm enormously multiplies 
bodily skill and vigor. Countless trained 
Intelligences are at work to teach us how 
to avoid or counteract 
the effects of 


waste. 


The advances In the realm of pure Intel- 


lect have been of equal note, and they 
have been both Intensive and extensive. 
Great virgin fields of learning and wis- 
dom have been discovered by the few. 
and at the same time knowledge has 
spread among the many to a. degree never 
dreamed of before. 
Old men among us 


have seen In their own generation the 
rise of the first rational science of the 
evolution of life. The astronomer and the 
chemist, the psychologist and the his- 
torian, and all their brethren In many dif- 
ferent fields of wide endeavor, work with 
a training and knowledge and method 
which are In effect instruments of pre- 
cision differentiating their labors 
from 


the labors of their pred^ess'irs as the 
rifle Is differentiated from the bow. 


The play of new forces is as evident In 


the moral and spiritual world as in the 
world of the mind and the body. 


One Danger of Civilization. 


One of the prime dangers nf civilization 


has always been Its tendency to cause 
the Ir.ss of tbe virile fighting virtues, of 
the fighting edge. When men pet too com- 
fortable, and lead too luxurious l!\vs there. 
Is always danger lest the softness «>at like 
an acid Into their manliness of fiber. The 
barbarian, because of the very rijvJ:tlons 
of his life. !3 forc»d to kn<-p and develop

In th* wars of r*- 
llfflon 1n France. In th* Th!ny Tears' 
war In Germany, Jn the wars that 1mm*- 
dlately marked the beginning of 
the 


break-up of the great Polish kingdom, the 
regiments and brigade* of foreign aol- 
dlers formed a striking and leading fea- 
ture In ev»ry army. Too often the men 
of the country In which the fighting took 
place played merely the Ignoble pan of 
Tlctlma, to* buntien *«4 peaaaats a»- 


« but 


mtrcenarr armlM by wklcli th«r 
plundered. Gradually this hu •!! 
until now practically •very tray I* 
cltlsen army, and the m«rce«»ry hM ftl- 
mo»t disappeared, while th« anay exlsU 
on a vaster scale than ever before la his- 
tory. This Is so among th* military moa> 
archies of Europe. 


In our own civil war of the United 


States the «am« thing occurred, peaceful 
people as we are. At that time more thaa 
two generations had passed Since 
the 


War of Independence. During the whole 
of that period the people had been en- 
gaged In no llfe-und-death struggle; and 
yet. when the Civil war broke out. and 
after some costly and bitter lesson* at 
the beginning, the fighting spirit of th* 
people was shown to better advantage 
than ever before. The war was pecullar- 
l y _ - war for a principle, a war wagod 
b>™ach side for an ideal, and while faults 
and shortcomings were plentiful among 
the combatants, there waa comparatively 
little sordldness of motive, or conduct, la 
such a giant struggle, where across th* 
warp of so many Interests Is shot th* 
woof of so many purposes, dark strands 
and bright, strands somber and brilliant, 
are always Intertwined; Inevitably there 
was corruption here and there In th* Civil 
war; 
but all the leaders on both sides, 


and the great majority of the enormous 
masses of fighting men, wholly disre- 
garded, and were wholly uninfluenced, by, 
pecuniary considerations. 


Wealth and Politic*. 


Another striking contrast In th* cours* 


of modern civilization as compared with 
the later stages of the Graeco-Roman or 
classic civilization Is to be found In th* 
relations of wealth and politics. In clas- 
sic times, as the civilization advanced to- 
ward Its zenith, politics became a recog- 
nized 
means 
of 
accumulating great 


wealth. Caesar was again and again on 
the verge of bankruptcy; he spent an 
enormous fortune; and he recouped him- 
self by the money which h* made out of 
his political-military career. Augustus es- 
tablished Imperial Home on flrm founda- 
tions by the use he made of the hug* 
fortune he had acquired by plunder. What 
a contrast is offered by the careers of 
•Washington and Lincoln! There wer* a 
few exceptions in ancient days; but th* 
Immense majority of the Greeks and th* 
Romans, a< their civilizations culminated, 
accepted money-making on a large seal* 
as one of the Incidents of a successful 
public career. Now all of this Is In sharp 
contrast to what has happened within 
the last two or throe centuries. During 
this time there has been a steady growth 
away from the theory that money-making 
is permissible In an honorable public ca- 
reer. 
In this respect the standard has bee* 


constantly elevated, and things which 
statesmen had no hesitation In doing 
three centuries or two centuries ago, and 
which did not seriously hurt a public ca- 
reer even a century ago. arc now utterly 
Impossible. "Wealthy men still exercise a 
large, and sometimes an Improper, influ- 
ence in politics, but It Is apt to be an In- 
direct 
Influence: and in th« advanced 


states the mere suspicion that the wealth 
of public men is obtained or added to as 
an Incident of their public careers will 
bar them from public 
life. 
Speaking 


generally, wealth may very greatly Influ- 
ence modern political life, but it Is not aO» 
quired Iri political life. 


Optimistic for the Future. 


Mr. Roosevelt called attention t» 


the fact that hitherto every civiliza- 
tion that has arisen has been able to 
develop only a few activities, Its field 
of endeavor being limited In kind as 
well as in locality, and each of thesd 
civilizations has fallen. What Is th» 
lesson to us of today? he asked. Will 
the crash come, and be all the mor» 
terrible because of the immense in- 
crease in activities and area? To this 
he replied: 


Personally, I do not believe that ot» 


civilization will fall. I think that on th* 
whole we have grown better and not 
worse. I think that on the whole the fu- 
ture holds more for us than even th* 
great past has held. But, assuredly, th* 
dreams of golden glory in the future will 
not come true unless, high of heart and 
strong of hand, by our own mighty deeds 
we make them come true. "We cannot af- 
ford to develop any one set of qualities, 
any one set of activities, at the cost of 
seeing others, equally necessary, atro- 
phied. Neither the military efficiency of 
the Mongol, the extraordinary 
business 


ability of the Phoenician, nor the subtla 
and polished Intellect of the Greek availed 
to avert destruction. 


"We, the men of today and of the fu- 


ture, need many qualities If we are to da 
our work well. "We need, first of all and 
most Important of all, the qualities which 
stand at the base of Individual, of family 
life, the fundamental and essential quali- 
ties—the homely, every-day. all-important 
virtues. If the average man will 
not 


work. If he has not in him th? will and 
the power to be a good husband and fa- 
ther: if the average woman is not a good 
housewife, 
a 
good 
mother of 
many 


healthy children, then the state will top- 
ple, will KO down, no matter what may 
be Us brilliance of artistic development 
or material achievement. But these home- 
ly qualities are not enough. Th»re must, 
in addition, be tliat power of organization. 
that power of working in common for a 
common end. which the German people 
have shown in such signal fashion during 
the 
last 
half-century. 
Moreover, th* 


things of the spirit are even more Impor- 
tant than the things of the tody. "W« can, 
w?ll do without the hard Intol'-.:r:?r.

arid Intellectual barrenness «f what waa 
worst In the theological systems of th* 
past, but there has never b«>»n a cr<-atef 
n»«d of a high and fine religious ?p'.rlt 
than at the present tin".

IT INVOLVES THE PRESIDENT 


Stenographer Declare* Assistant At- 


torney 
General 
Lawlcr 
Drafted 


Letter Exonerating Secretary of In- 
terior From Glavle Charges. 


Washington,—President Tal't'a let- 


ter of last September ordering the dis- 
missal of L. A. Glavis from the luud 
office service and exonerating Secre- 
tary Balliuger from the charges pre- 
ferred by Glavis was bused upon and 
in part directly quoted from a draft 
of a letter written by Oscar Lawler, 
assistant attorney general of the in- 
terior department. The Lawler letter 
was drafted in such form that it might 
have 
been 
adopted 
verbatim 
and 


signed by the president. 


The draft by Mr. Lawler was deliv- 


ered to the Ballinger-Pinchot commit- 
tee Saturday and ordered spread upon 
the records of the investigation. Care- 
ful comparison of the Lawler draft 
with the letter shows that Mr. Taft 
did in fact adopt practically verbatim 
two short paragraphs of Mr. Lawler's 
language. 
The substance of the two 


documents is otherwise widely dis- 
similar. 


The thing came to a head in the 


publication of a statement attributed 
to Frederick M. Kerby, one of 
the 


stenographers in the office of Secre- 
tary Ballinger, in which Kerby related 
at length the circumstances under 
which he alleged the Lawler draft to 
have been prepared. 


Kerby asserts further that all of the 


preliminary drafts used in the prepara- 
tion of the letter were burned in a 
grate in the interior department at the 
suggestion and under the supervision 
of Don M. Carr, Mr. Ballinger's pri- 
vate secretary. 


Kerby drew the inference that the 


Lawler draft had been adopted by the 
president essentially as his own; that 
Mr. Eallinger and his legal adviser 
therefore virtually had prepared 
the 


exoneration which Mr. Taft had issued 
over bis own signature. 


Almost simultaneously with the pub- 


lication of the Kerby statement Attor- 
ney General Wickersham sent to the 
Ballinger-Pinchot investigating com- 
mittee, then in session, a copy of the 
Lawler draft, accompanied by a letter 
to Chairman Nelson in which 
Mr. 


Wickersham declared the document 
had been overlooked in sending the 
papers requisitioned by the committee 
at the behest of Attorney Brandeis. 


The publication of the Kerby state- 


ment evoked from the White House a 
statement declaring there was "abso- 
lutely no foundation" for the 
state- 


ment "that the president's letter of 
September 13, 1909, was substantially 
prepared for the president's signature 
by Assistant Attorney General Law- 
ler" and asserting unequivocally that 
"the president dictated his letter per- 
sonally as the result of his own inves- 
tigation of the records and considera- 
tion of documents and papers in his 
possession at the time and upon the 
report of the attorney general." 


It was further pointed out, both at 


the White House and by Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham himself, that a com- 
parison of the Lawler draft and the 
president's letter would show that the 
inferences of the Kerby statement 
were unwarranted. 


Mr. W'ckersham alluded to the prac- 


tise common in the government de- 
partments of subordinates preparing 
letters and documents for the consid- 
eration of their superiors and their 
use by them In whole or in part as 
hey might see fit. 


In a letter to Senator Nelson Sun- 


day President Taft assumes all 
re- 


sponsibility for Ballinger's 
exonera- 


tion, saying he directed Lawler "to 
prepare an opinion as if he were the 
president," but did not think it wise 
to adopt the criticism contained there- 
in of Mr. Glavis and Mr. Pinchot.
